Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, the Group I claims - that is, claims 1-23 
and 26 directed to compounds of formula (1), and the method of claim 28. Of course, Applicants 
reserve the right to continue prosecution of the non-elected subject matter in one or more 
divisional applications. 
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The Examiner has also required Applicants to elected a single species for purpose 



of initial examination. To that end, Applicants elect the species of Compound No. 50.
